WASHINGTON, April 10.—The Wash- 


ington authorities, civil and military, 
are beginning to take active interest in 
the arrival of Coxey's army. As the 
commonweal approaches and stories of 
detachments from the various cities are 
being authenticated, the officers' are 
beginning to look for a settlement of the 
difficult problem to bo solved by the au- 
thorities. The question is: "What 
will be done with the Coxyites after 
they disband?" Individual members of 
the'army will be without means to get 
out of the city, and General Coney has 
disclaiir-ed all intention of leading away 
the men he brings in. It begins to look 
as if tiro men might camp in the dis- 
trict and practically say to the authori- 
ties: "Here we arc, and what do you 
propose to do with us?"
